LISBON, March 14 (NYT). —

The Premier, In a television 
interview, called the decision, 
made early this morning, by 
Portugal’s new leftist High Coun- 
cil of the Revolution, a “historic” 
one. ■ But he warned of "hard 
days” and sacrifices ahead and 
called cm the people to remain 
alert to "reactionary maneuvers.” 

The banking measure, which 
affected all banks except a lew- 
savings grir * agricultural q-tih all 
foreign institutions, was the first 
major step taken by the council, 
set up late Tuesday night in a 
sharp acceleration of the country's 
shift to the left following the 
smashing of an alleged plot by 
the right. Moderate groups were 
worried about the effects of the 
nationalization on the economy 
and about their political future, 
but their concern was lost in the 
chorus of popular approval 

The Premier assured the busi- 
ness sector that the government 
did not intend to nationalize the 
whole economy but wanted to 
make certain that the banks 
would work for the whole coun- 
try's development of for 

the interests of a "privileged mi- 
nority." 

The Premier also sought to put 
fo rest a rumor- that, by national- 
izing the banks, the government 
was fairing over the deposits as 
welL The rumor was one of 
many that have circulated in the 
last few days and have kept the 
country an edge. The rumors 
even caused the armed farces to 
go on a state of alert last night 
for a short while. The rumors 
included a report of an imminent 
foreign invasion of the country, 
an approaching U S. naval squad- 
ron and the overflight of hostile 
planes.

BONN, March 14 (UFI).— 
West Germany's Social Demo- 
cratic deputies traded insults 
with the opposition Christian 
Democrats In parliament' for 
almost 15 hours yesterday .in 
a bitter duel over internal 
security— an -issue that could 
.decide the next election. 

The skirmish ended just be- 
fore midnight, when Christian 
Democratic deputies walked out 
of parliament because they be- 
lieved that the government's 
parliamentary manager had of- 
fended ' the honor of Franz- 
Josef Strauss, who may be the 
next Christian Democratic can- 
didate for chancellor. 

In one of the stormiest ses- 
sions in several years, two 
deputies came close to blows. 

Tbe item under . Hiaamrinn 
concerned internal security and 
had been scheduled several 
months ago. But the debate 
-assumed new urgency following 
the terrorist murder of West 
Berlin’s chief justice, a Soda! 
Democrat, and . the kidnapping 
of the city's Christian Demo- 
cratic candidate for mayor. 
Activities of - the terrorists 
quickly became a major issue 
in the leading up to 

next year’s federal election.

“Prosit” (Cheers), Mr. Wehner 
yelled at the retreating deputies, 
“because I assume that is tbe 
direction you are heading ”

Ki ssinger was so concerned about 
the Israeli news briefing that he 
telephoned Mr. Rabin to com- 
plain. Mr. Kissinger later at- 
tended a dinner given by the 
Premier. 

What irked the Americans was 
that the Israelis privately seem- 
ed much less negative toward the 
Egyptian ideas than their spokes- 
man was publicly.

Soares had been waging a politi- 
cal ffftfflpaign against them for 
weeks. The Socialist leadership 
appeared to fear being tagged 
with an anti-leftist label and 
worried about the loyally of their 
own followers if they appeared 
to be In opposition to the new 
military leadership. 

The C ommunist s also sought to 
gain increased public support in 
advance of April 12 elections, 
which the military has promised 
to maintain despite the authori- 
tarian rule it has established.

Aside 
from a few large corporations, 
the economy has been charac- 
terized by a multiplicity of small 
companies, most of which have 
been experiencing financial diffi- 
culties. 

A side effect of the nationali- 
zation was to put most of the 
press under state ownership. The 
great majority of newspapers are 
in the hands of the banks. 

[The Revolutionary Military 
Council reassured the Atlantic 
allies tonight that Portugal’s for- 
eign policy was unchanged, AP 
reported. 

[A statement by the 24-man 
council affirmed that Lisbon 
would honor its treaty commit- 
ments. This was taken to mean

He nmintftinpH 
political and military contacts but 
made almost no public statements 
or appearances. 

But if largely out of sight, he 
had not been out of mind. At a

Gen. Otelo de Car- 
valho. head of the Lisbon mili- 
tary district and operational com- 
mander of the military security 
forces in Portugal. 

In barracks throughout the 
country, officers had been re- 
ported to be looking to Gen. 
Spinola for leadership and trying 
to eliminate the power of the 
radical officers, particularly in 
the Coordinating Commission.

WASHINGTON. March 14 
iNYTl .—In an exchange of let- 
ters between North Vietnam’s 
foreign minister and Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass. Hanoi has in- 
dicated publicly for the first time 
that it has information about 
Americans listed as missing in 
action in Southeast Asia. 

Although almost all of the 
estimated 1.300 men are presumed 
by most administration officials 
and congressional expats to have 
died, their fates remain an emo- 
tional issue. 

The letter from Foreign Min- 
ister Nguyen Duy Trinh also 
made it clear that Hanoi would 
not release any of this informa- 
tion until the United States 
forced President Nguyen Van 
Thieu out of office in Saigon and 
stopped providing military aid to 
South Vietnam. 

Hanoi's negotiating tactic in 
the past had been to make the 
release of American prisoners or 
war contingent upon the with- 
drawal of US. forces from South 
Vietnam. 

Part, of Dialogue 

Sen. Kennedy had written to 
Mr. Trinh on Dec. 18 asking Icr 
information about the missing 
Americans as part of the dialogue 
with Hanoi begun by his stair 
more than a year before. 
Mr. Tr mil's response was dated 
Jan. 21. 

The White House press secre- 
tary, Ron Nessen. said the letter 
indicated that North Vietnam 
has shown an “appalling lack of 
human concern" by withholding 
information about m iss in g Amer- 
icans. Mr. Nessen added that the 
disclosure was a “total violation 
of the Paris peace accords — 
another indication of bad faith 
by the North Vietnamese." He 
said his comments were directed 
solely at Hanoi and not at Sen. 
Kennedy 

Asked why Sen. Kennedy de- 
layed the release of the Trinh 
letter until now. Dale Dehaan, 
head of Sen. Kennedy's staff on 
the Senate Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee on Refugees, said that the 
letter bad not been received 
“until about mid-February,” and 
that “official copies and transla- 
tions" were not received and 
completed until the last tew 
days. air. Dehaan said that Sen. 
Kennedy was shown the letter 
only Wednesday. 

Sen. Kennedy. In a statement, 
welcomed what he called the 
“good news.” but added: “I deeply 
regret that no program Is being 
made on the simple humanitarian 
issue of making this Information 
available to the families of those 
still considered missing in ac- 
tion.” 

The language in the letter 
from Mr. Trinh was vague, but 
Mr. Dehaan said that the North 
Vietnamese had told him privately 
in March, 1973. that they had 
information about the missing 
Americans. 

Mr. Dehaan also said that the 
information he had received in 
March. 1973. had been passed 
on to the appropriate administra- 
tion officials and to officials of 
the National League of Families 
of American Prisoners and Miss- 
ing in southeast Asia, a focal 
group for pressure on Congress 
and the administration. 

'Easing Anguish* 

Mr. Trinh’s letter said: "in 
this humane spirit, the DRVN 
[the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam! services responsible for 
getting information shout those 
considered missing in action con- 
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tinue their efforts In the hope 
that their work will help easing 
the anguish of the families of 
those stin considered missing." 

Administration officials have 
said they believe that Hanoi is 
withholding information about 
Americans missing in action. 

Two weeks ago, when a con- 
gressional mission met with North 
Vietnamese representatives in 
Saigon, all that Hanoi would say 
publicly on this subject was that 
an accounting of the missing 
Americans would have to wait 
until the 1973 Paris accords had 
been fully carried out. 

When taken with the state- 
ments made to the Kennsdy staff 
in March, 1973, Mr. Trinh’s refer- 
ences to “DRVN services" and 
“continue their efforts”, ye in- 
terpreted by Mr. Dehaan as pub- 
lic confirmation of Hanoi’s knowl- 
edge of the missing men. 


Western analysts forecast a 
"set piece” battle with several 
thousand North and South Viet- 
namese troops pitted against 
each other. 

Lt CoL Le Trung Hien, chief 
spokesman for the Saigon com- 
mand, said that South Viet- 
namese bombers attacked a 
North Vietnamese ammunition 
depot three miles northeast of 
Ban Me Thuot, triggering ex- 
plosions that sent smoke firing 
more than 1,000 yards Into the 
sky. He said that the bombers 
also destroyed more than a dozen 
130-nun artillery gens and anti- 
aircraft guns. 

Eight tanks were destroyed in 
another battle at an airfield 
about six miles east of the city 
and 120 North Vietnamese troops 
were killed. CoL Hien said. He 
claimed that South Vietnamese 
ground 'and air farces had 
destroyed more than 50 Soviet- 
built tanks In five days of fight- 
ing. 


Israeli Warns of Syrian Push ; 
Palestinians Accuse Tel Aviv

JERUSALEM. March 14.— Is- 
rael's chief of staff, Lt. Gen. Mor- 
dechai Gur, has warned of pos- 
sible renewed fighting on Israel's

eve of the return here of Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissin ger 
from Egypt for a third round of 
talks on further military disen- 
gagement on the southern Sinai 
front. 

Meanwhile, the Palestinian 
guerrilla news agency. Wafa, said 
that Israel is masking troops 
along its frontiers with Lebanon 
and Syria in preparation for an 
offensive. 

Wafa said the Israeli buildup 
was seem last night "along the 
Lebanese and Syrian border with 
occupied Palestine.” The sound 
of Israeli vehicles could be heard 
clearly all night as they approach- 
ed the Lebanese and Syr bn fron- 
tiers. lt said. “Israel is preparing 
for a wide-scale offmV.ve ernines 
the region." the agency raid. 

Gen. Gur told Israel's Army 


radio during a tour of the north- 
ern front yesterday that Israel 
had been watching buildup of 
Arab forces on the northern 
front, apparently under Syrian 
direction, for some months. 

He said it included small groups 
of Arab guerrillas, who might 
be used as a first line force by 
the Syrians or other groups that 
might want to stop an agree- 
ment between Egypt and Israel. 

He said any future fighting 
here or on the southern front 
with Egypt could lead to large 
tank battles because of the equip- 
ment both sides now had massed. 

The Israeli newspaper Davar 
said today Egypt is building up 
Its weaponry on the Suez Canal 
front and could decide to go to 
wax within the month if it is 
nr* satisfied with Mr. Kissin- 
ger's peace negotiations. 

This r e p ort brought a quick 
retort from Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. He declared. “We 
are honoring our signature of 
the disengagement agreement." 
He denied any moves to rein- 
force Egyptian troops in the 
Sinai.

Full Recognition of the PLO 
By All UN Members Is Urged 


VIENNA/ March 14 (UPI). — 
A UN legnl conference called 
on the General Assembly and all 
UN members today to grant 
diplomatic recognition to the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

The conferees passed a resolu- 
tion asking the General Assembly 
to consider extending diplomatic 
immunity and other privileges to 
representatives of the guerrilla 
organization. It asked the same 
rights far all liberation organiza- 
tions recognized by the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity or the 
Afrab League, which— like the 
PLO— have observer status with 
the International organization. 

It recommended that UN mem- 
bers grant such privileges im- 
mediately while the General As- 
sembly action is pending. Hfty- 
thrse nations supported the reso- 
lution, 5 voted against it and 
15 abstained. 

The nations voting against it 
were the United States, Israel, 


Stance, Britain' and West Ger- 
many. 

The resolution, strongly sup- 
ported by the Eastern bloc and 
Third World nations, was passed 
on the last day of a six-week 
conference convened by the UN 
General Assembly to draw up a 
convention on the relationship of 
government missions and dele- 
gations to International: organi- 
zations.

LaRue will be the last person 
sentenced on Watergate cover-up 
charges; 

McCord had asked for an 
evidentiary hearing leading to a 
new trial. But Judge Sirica 
denied him both t-ha trial 
the bearing. The former CIA 
agent now must report next Fri- 
day to the federal prison at 
AQenwood, Pa., to begin a cme- 
to-five-year sentence.

Humphrey to Reimburse U.S. 
For Tax Claim on Papers Gift

MINNEAPOLIS. March 14 
(WPi.— Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
has quietly si g ned an agreement 
with the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice to surrender all income-tax- 
deduction claims for the vlce- 
presldentia] papers he has donat- 
ed to the Minnesota State His- 
torical Society. 

Exactly how much Sen. Hum- 
phrey. D-Mlr.n., will pay to toe 
Treasury In adjustments for 
1969-72 has yet to be determin- 
ed by the IRS, Joe Walters, his 
lawyer, said. Mr. Walters said 
he could not speculate on Sen. 
Humphrey’s obligation. A source 
here estimated, however, that the 
settlement could cost the senator 
as much as $147,000. 

Mr. Walters said he had ad- 
vised Sen. Humphrey that the 
senator had good grounds on 
which to contest the heretofore 
secret IRS finding, but the sen- 
ator said to Washington yester- 
day that he would not appeal 
toe decision and. “upon receipt 
of a bill from the IRS, 1 will 
reimburse the government for 
the deductions that have been 
taken."

of the deduction. 

Mr. Walters said there would be 
the usual 6-per-cent Interest as- 
sessment but he stressed that the 
case Involves neither penalties 
nor allegations of fraud nor 
charges of falsified deeds of gift. 

Instead, he said, the issue 
hinged on an interpretation of 
the “future Interest" clause of 
the Internal Revenue Code — 
when the society would get final 
ownership. The IRS found that 
because Sen. Humphrey had 
placed a 25-year restriction on 
access and had reserved literary 
■ rights, hs gift was one of a 
“future interest." As such, the 
IRS raid, it could not qualify as 
a charitable donation. 

Mr. Walters said that he had 
reached the “understanding" 
with toe IRS in December and 
toe formal papers were signed in 
January.

Mr. Walters said that adjust- 
ments also would be made vol- 
untarily on Sen. Humphrey’s past 
Minnesota income-tax returns 
after the federal case Is conclud- 
ed. The state tax payments 
might amount to about $14,000, 
it is speculated. 

Sen. Humphrey issued a state- 
ment that said, in part: 

“The Internal Revenue Service 
raised a question as to whether 
the contribution of my vice-pres- 
idential papers to toe historical 
society qualifies as a charitable 
deduction for tax purposes. 

“It was the viewpoint of the 
IRS examiner who audited my 
tax returns that it did not. His 
decision was a result of the fact 
that I retained certain controls 
over access to toe papers for a 
period of time.

Hie Increasing difficulty in obtaining 
congressional appropriations for foreign aid 
—with fiscal 1975 funds finally voted by the 
Bouse Thursday In the ninth month of the 
fiscal year — Is leading other wealthy nations 
to bypass the United States in getting vital 
projects under way. 

Thus, the International Monetary Fund's 
special SS-blllion "oil facility” is set up on a 
basis designed to permit the program to go 
ahead whether or not the United States con- 
tributes its share. The plan provides for a 
voluntary system of contributions by indus- 
trial and oil-producing nations. The money 
will subsidize interest payments on seven- 
year loans to enable about 30 of the poorest 
countries to pay their steeply increased bills 
for essential oil, food and fertilizer. 

Now the World Bank, for the first time. 
Is drawing up plans for $1 billion a year in 
long-term development loans at subsidized 
Interest rates to 50 poor countries, subsidies 
that again would not be dependent on Amer- 
ican participation. This so-called “third 
window" for loans would be on terms roughly 
midway between the normal “hard” or 
market-level loans of the World Bank at 
8.5 per cent Interest and the zero interest 
on ‘‘soft loans" from the bank’s so-called 
'■second window," operated by the Inter- 
nationa] Development Association. 

The Ingenious “third window” approach 
would not require governments to appro- 
priate tax-funds for the whole $1 billion a

year of loan money. Rather, the World Bank 
would borrow in capital markets, as it does 
funds for hard loans, and governments would 
have to pledge only a fifth of the total, or 
5200 million, to subsidize 30 years of Interest 
payments at, say, ±5 per cent. 

On that basis, the initial American share 
might be well under $20 million, now that 
the oil-producing countries have joined the 
donor nations. Yet confidence in American 
willingness to carry even this small burden 
—out of a national budget of $350 billion— 
has fallen so low that the plan is designed 
to go forward regardless of American delays. 

In contrast, Europe's nine Common Market 
countries are not only supporting this plan 
but are otherwise now contributing a much 
higher percentage of their national incomes 
to foreign aid than the United States. Apart 
from national programs,, the Nine together 
have just signed a five-year treaty that en- 
visages more than $4 billion in aid for 46 
developing countries in Africa, the Caribbean 
and the Pacific that were formerly their 
colonies. 

The United States certainly can claim an 
honorable early record in foreign aid; but 
that record is long past. And the poor are 
always with os. The United States, despite 
the recession, remains the world’s richest 
country. The Congress, through its sluggish- 
ness. and the administration, through its 
weakness, combine to down gr ade the nation 
by this continuing default

Lesson of Cambodia 


The United States still has time to avoid 
falling into the same diplomatic mistakes 
toward Vietnam that now show up in stark 
tragedy In the diplomacy of Cambodia. 
Neither militarily nor politically is the situa- 
tion of the two countries comparable at this 
point, but there is growing fear that the 
military collapse in Cambodia may fore- 
shadow a similar pattern in South Vietnam 
—if urgent political steps are not taken to 
prevent it. 

In Cambodia, with Insurgent forces press- 
ing down upon the capital, UJS. represen- 
tatives find themselves bereft of immediate 
political options. There is no apparent 
channel or means of dialogue with opposing 
forces through which serious negotiation of 
any issues could be conducted. 

The idea was floated in Washington this 
week that Senate Majority Leader Mansfield 
might, on President Ford's request; undertake 
a personal mission to Peking for meetings 
with his friend of long standing. Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk. The need for such an 
unorthodox diplomatic exercise Is a damn- 
ing indictment of traditional diplomacy over 
months and years past. 

The lesson of Cambodia has some appli- 
cation to South Vietnam, where recent weeks 
have seen gravely heightened military pres- 


sures. North Vietnamese main force units 
have grown menacing, attacking provincial 
capitals and towns in widely scattered parts 
of the country. Hanoi’s intentions are still 
unclear; a new general offensive is not yet 
established, but no one Is willing to rule 
it out as an imminent possibility. 

President Thleu and the South Vietnamese 
armed forces are far stronger than the 
demoralized army of President Lon Nol In 
Cambodia, but this is not an occasion to 
Invite a military test of strength. And the 
time to start opening a diplomatic dialogue, 
to pull away from confrontation, is not when 
the military pressure has become virtually 
unbearable for one side as is reported from 
the Cambodian capital — but before either 
side can see its way to a decisive victory. 

Diplomatic channels exist, through the 
protocols and agreements signed in Paris two 
years ago. for the United States to engage 
the Soviet Union, China and North Vietnam 
In serious discussions about restoring truce 
and the constructive political evolution for 
South Vietnam which all the parties have 
already agreed upon. There are more effec- 
tive uses for these channels than protests 
and recriminations, while both sides' military 
efforts intensify.

Kissinger's Tour

Proxmire and Question of Love 


■JVTSW YORK. — Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wls„ has dis- 
covered that the National Science 
Foundation la spending $83,000 
a year out of the federal Treas- 
ury to find out why people fall 
in love, and he wants it stopped. 
Not the *ove but the spending. 
“Biggest boondoggle of the year,” 
be says. “I don't want the 
answer.” 

This Is not like our old buddy 
Bill. He Is normally a sensible 
and even a romantic type him- 
self. a physical fitness buff who 
Jogs to the Capitol in the morn- 
ing and spends most of his time 
. there digging oat the facts, but 
he wants romantic krve to re- 
main a mystery. 

Senators seem to be In a pe- 
remptory mood these days. Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania tells Lon 
Nol of Cambodia to get out. Ted- 
dy Kennedy tells Capp. Wein- 
berger of HEW to get lost. Jim 
Buckley of New. York advises 
President Ford to turn right. 
Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota 
tells Arthur Bums of the Fed 
to give us more dollars, more 
housing, more jobs or go home. 
But I digress. 

Different Question 

Love is a different question. 
The senator from Wisconsin, 
Proxmire, is a modem man who 
believes that government should 
help people with their problems. 
He is a land-gran t-coUege man 
and will vote any amount of 
money on the dangers of natural 
selection in ftrriTnnl^ and for 
-basic research -on hew to get 
the best bulls and cows together 
on the farms of Wisconsin, but 
he is against basic research on 
the alarming divorce rate or 
breakup of the human family 
in America. You have to assume 
he was kidding 

The National Center for Health 
Statiftics of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare 
has Just reported that there were 
970,000 divorces in the -United 
States in 1974, compared to 913,- 
000 in 1973. and 479.000 in 1965. 
The rate of population growth 
in the United States is down 
over the last decade, but in 1974, 
the excess of births over deaths 
was still up by over a million 
and a quarter, while the rate of 
marriages was down and the rate 
of divorces was up. 

All the National Science 
Foundation was suggesting, and . 
the federal government was fi- 
nancing, was a modest inquiry ■ 
Into these statistics. Why this 
increase in divorce, this decrease 
in marriage, this disbelief in the 
family as tbe basis of American 
life? 

Were the expectations of mar- 
ried life unreasonably high? 
Were the assumptions of court- 
ship, and of economic security, 
an enduring reality or a trap? 
What was romantic love any- 
way— a basis for secure family 
and national life, or a dangerous 
illusion? 

Clues 

With these questions in mind, 
the National Science Foundation 
was given $83,000 to see whether 
It could come up with any an- 
swers or at least clues, and the 
burden of research fell on Ellen 
Berscheid, a professor of psy- 
chology at the University of Min- 
nesota. 

When Proxmire spotted this 
$83,000 Item as chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee in charge of the National 
Science Foundation’s budget, he 
almost blew his new hair-do. 
“Get out of the love-racket,” he 
told the foundation. 

Obviously, he had a point. The 
reasons why people fall in love, 
or t h i nk they do, will always be 
a mystery, and many people, like 
Proxmire. probably “don't want 
the answer,' 1 but if the sociolog- 
ists and psychologists can get 
even a suggestion of the an- 
swer to our pattern of romantic 
love, marriage, disillusion, di- 
vorce— and the children left be- 
hind— it could be the best in- 
vestment of federal money since 
Jefferson made the Louisiana 
Purchase. 

“Right on top of the things we 
don't want to know" Proxmire 
told The Washington Post, “Is 
why a man falls In love with 
a woman and rice versa.” But 
Prof. Berscheid at Minnesota 
thinks tile Illusions about roman- 
tic love, the -wmfnwiiwi between 
Infatuation and enduring love, 
are precisely what we have to 
understand if we are to deal with 
the consequences of the pill, the 
rejection of marriage, broken mar- 
riages, she says, and broken fam- 
ilies, which in him contribute to

disunity and even violence of 
American life. Therefore, she 
concludes, research on how and 
why young men and women mar- 
ry is fundamental, even if the 
researcher: never find the an- 
swers.

Biggest Deal of All

'TtEHRAN— It is perhaps un- 
-*■ precedented that the com- 
mercial relationship between two 
countries should change so 
swiftly and so stunningly as that 
between the United States and 
Iran, Only a few years ago this 
rapidly developing country, whose 
eyes reflect neon lights even 
while its feet remain mired In 
mud. was on the list of lands 
desiring American generosity. 

All that is past— and with a 
whoosh. The new SlS-bUlion bi- 
lateral trade agreement signed 
this month and covering a five- 
year span runs overwhelmingly in 
U.S. favor. OH— the black gold 
of the Middle East— is but a 
minimal aspect of the deal. And 
American arms sales here, al- 
though remaining huge, will 
decline. 

For some years Iran has 
acquired vast wealth throu gh 
petroleum exports— particularly 
to West Europe and Japan. It 
has simultaneously been turning 
from Its originally primitive 
economy Into a great competitive 
jungle for the businessmen of 
many nations, striving to sen 
machines and technology in ex- 
change for hard cash accrued In 
Iranian coffers. 

Neic Ties 

By the time that oil prices 
zoomed right after the last Arab- 
Israeli war (October, 1973), it 
was clear to tbe United States 
that an entire new economic 
relationship between Washington 
and Tehran was at hand.

In 1974 the State Department 
realized the time had come to 
create joint commissions with 
such burgeoning, newly superrich 
innH« as Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and Iran, in order to supervise 
bilateral trade. Such an arrange- 
ment with Iran was normalized 
when Secretary Kissinger came 
here last Nov. 1 and the joint 
UjS.-Iran Commission held its first 
meeting. The second came early 
this month. 

Tbe $15- billion deal was that 
second meeting's result. It Is 
tbe largest business accord ever 
arranged; even the Marshall 
Plan involved far smaller com- 
mitments. indeed, for some years 
after World War U, the entire 
U.S. annual budget was more 
modest. 

The Shah himself has been 
telling friends that U.S. -Iranian 
relations have never been better, 
which must be a source of pride 
to the current American envoy, 
Richard Helms, but neither pride 
nor prejudice are important 
factors on any scale measuring 
the consequences to both partici- 
pants.

Bonanza 

For the United States the 
forthcoming bonanza of equip- 
ment sales should prove an eco- 
nomic bonanza. On tbe other 
hand, It allows Iran a chance to 
accelerate its high-speed devel- 
opment program. 

The Shah Is the first leader 
of a major petroleum producer 
to acknowledge that time is. 
ru nnin g out on fossil fuels. Long 
before the gushers slow to a 
trickle, he is developing a nuclear 
alternative. Eight reactors will 
be bought from the United 
States — adding to lour others 
ordered in Europe. The Ameri- 
can installations will be under 
strict safeguards against potential 
conversion to military uses. Iran 
is a signatory to the nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty. 

A generation ago industrialized 
countries like the United States 
customarily sought to export 
goods produced by their own 
factories and to keep at home 
the machines that Trada thpm 
That era Is gone. Iran, whose 
economic revolution was decreed 
from the top but Is now mush- 
rooming out at lower levels, is 
resolved to join the most modern 
manufacturing l eagues itself — 
and soon. Far Tehran, that is 
the meaning of this Immense 
deal: for Washington, it Is a 
stepladder out of the recessionary 
cellar.

This state of affairs Is taken so 
much for granted that moving 
away from It is hard to Imagine. 

Of course, the position of France 
is somewhat different as exchange 
controls, reintroduced at the end 
of 1968. are still in force, although 
their implementation has become 
more flexible since August. 197L 
Following the Increase In petro- 
leum prices, a huge volume of 
liquidities has found Its way Into 
the treasuries of a few countries. 

Consequently, the capacity for 
some operators to Interfere with 
the exchange markets has grown 
considerably and will continue to 
do so hi the foreseeable future: a 
development which will add con- 
siderably to existing uncertainties. 

Xn such an environment. Is It pos- 
sible to Imagine that the present 
currency convertibility wUl con- 
- tinue and, if not, on what condi- 
tions? 

The last seven years have been 
characterized by big monetary 
upheavals, the origin of which is 
well known and need not be gone 
Into again. Since 1968, mainly as 
a result of the lasting deficit of 
the American, balance of . pay- 
ments. speculative attacks against 
various currencies, in particular 
the pound sterling and the dollar, 
have never ended. As a conse- 
quence-after a series of “revalua- 
tions. which proved ineffective, of 
the deutsche mark and other Eu- 
ropean currencies— the mark and 
the Dutch guilder moved away 
from the fixed parity rate; fol- 
lowing on this development, the 
dollar convertibility In gold was 
officially brought to an end, and 
that currency was devalued twice. 

The collapse of tbe old system 
was completed when the indus- 
trialized countries adopted the 
“dirty float” exchange rote sys- 
tem, that Is a system allowing 
central banks to intervene On tbe 
market to avoid excesive fluctu- 
ations in the exchange rate of 
their national currency. 

Equilibrium 
The new system has reached an 
equilibrium of a sort. Speculation 
against currencies has abated, 
despite recent attacks on the 
dollar and a rush of hot money 
into Switzerland. In such a sys- 
tem the fluctuations on the gold 
market become the indicator of 
the continuing uneasiness of liq- 
uidity holders. They clearly In- 
dicate that the crisis which is 
now dormant could become acute 
at any moment. - ■ . • 

But there is even more to worry 
about. In principle, floating rates 
were expected to bring about a 
return to equilibrium or. at least, 
to near equilibrium by compensa- 
tory movements In the exchange 
rates. This has not happened. 

Indeed, there has been a cumula- 
tive deterioration of the position 
of two weak currencies: the Ital- 
ian lira and the pound sterling. 

What happened? In a first stage, 
speculation is let loose against 
these two currencies. In a sec- 
ond stage, the weakening of their 
position an the exchange markets 
brings about _a deterioration of 
their terms of trade. 

In other words, perverse effects 
set in and the balance-of-trade 
deficits of Italy and the United 
Kin g dom are increased; these two 
countries must then give more in 
volume but receive less ha value. 

In a third stage, the deterioration 
of the balance of trade Is reflect- 
ed on the exchange markets by a 
further decline in the value of 
the ailing currencies. Thus a 
vicious circle is created, out of 
which it may become very bard 
to escape. 

Oil Crisis 

A few figures will illustrate the 
new situation created by the 
petroleum crisis. 

Six years ago. the “unit of ac- 
count of speculation/ if one may 
coin an expression, was a billion 
dollars. Indeed, at tbe. time of 
the 1968 and 1969 run on tbe 
pound and the franc, hot money 
movements were of the order of 
S3 to 54 billion. The size of tbe 
Euromarket was then of about 
$25 billion. 

Four years later tbe unit of ac- 
count had doubled, it was of tbe 
order of $3 billion. In the first 
six months of the May, 1971.

Remarkable Look at the Past 


By Souren Melikian 


pARIS, March 14 ilHT) .—There 
were no Derains, Vlamincks, 
no Picassos or Braques In Eric 
Buffetaud’s "Arts Dtteo. Art 1900” 
sale this week at the Hfitel 
Srouat in Paris. 

This made It easier to see what 
Is happening to the market for 
paintings and art objects dat- 
ing from the first 30 years of 
this century. When works by the 
masters are tossed in with the 
others, distortion is lneritabla 
Masterworks tend to reflect false- 
ly the general climate in which 
they were created. Indeed the 
presence of the "masters” some- 
times makes it difficult to detect 
their influence on their own en- 
vironment, their colleagues. 

Buffetaud's sale, including a 
sizable quantity of works in near- 
ly every art-market category, of- 
fered a remarkable backward look 
at Paris from 1900 until the out- 
break of World War n. The 
cubists may not have been rep- 
resented but there were many 
cubists whose work was for sale. 
The same applied to the fauves, 
the symbolists and the surrealists. 
And the prices suggested that, 
from a commercial point of view, 
the era itself is being taken seri- 
ously. 

There was, for example, a stone 
carving (45 centimeters high) 
by Paul Comet, “Le Poilu Assls/* 
(The Seated Soldier — “poilu" or 
hairy man was slang for French 
soldiers during World War I). 
While strictly figurative, the piece, 
dated 1919, showed how artists 
like Comet had been Influenced 
by the cubist masters. The 
“Poilu" went for 3,650 francs.

char, of a woman sitting at a bar, 
had something of Modigliani's 
poignancy — the same empty stare. 
It also had a flavor of surrealism 
— the glass on the bar had a 
human face— and a suggestion of 
cubism In the treatment of the 

background. It sold for 4,000 
francs. 

Every era has its independent 
characters — Lu&en Levy-Dhurmer 
(1863-1953) belongs in this cate- 
gory. A large retrospective ex- 
hibition of his work took place 
at the Petit Palais, Paris, in 1373. 

Levy-Dhurmer was bom in Al- 
giers, studied painting at an ut- 
terly obscure art school in France 
anri later took as his mentor 
Raphael Collin, a rather bad 
painter of nudes. Be joined the 
symbolist movement and was 
strongly Influenced by Odilon 
Redon. Els earlier pictures — 
which often reach the height of 
vulgarity— have been the object 
of speculation and are currently 
in the 30,000 to 40,000-ftanc 
bracket with a few French dealers 
pushing hard and a very few 
known collectors following up. 

After 1901 Levy-Dhurmer began 
developing a new style. He trav- 
eled in his native North Africa 
and Turkey, painting pastel 
scenes of Oriental subjects. HIe 
style grew increasingly firmer as 
he absorbed the lessons of the 
nabis and later the cubists, blend- 
ing them all together in a per- 
sonal style. 

Some of the best work of this 
type, probably done in the 1920s, 
was auctioned Wednesday. A 
nearly abstract sketch, green ink 
wash on paper (52 by 36 centi- 
meters), of Arabs praying in a 
mosque made 6,910 francs— not 
very expensive. 

Occasionally Lfrvy-D hurmer 
veered back to a sort of Barbizon- 
like style in which he excelled. 
Here, too, he retained bis per- 
sonal touch. A sketch In sepia 
wash and gouache showing the 
ramparts of Marrakesh brought 
6,156 francs. Then there was an

The sharpest improvement was 
In' non-oil trade, where the deficit 
narrowed to £59 million for the 
quarter ended in February from 
£546 million in the previous 
three-month , period. The oil 
deficit for December-February 
was £862 million, narrowing 
slightly from £918 million in the 
previous three months. 

The volume of Imports in the 
latest three months dropped about 
75 per cent from tbe previous 
three months, while the volume 
of exports rose 2 per cent, ac- 
cording to Department of Trade 
statistics. 

The unit value of exports in 
the December-February quarter 
rose about 55 per cent from 
September-November, while the 
unit value of imports rose only 
35 per cent. 

/ Japan Deficit Cat 

TOKYO, March 14 (AP-DJ)-— 
Japan's customs Clearance trade 
deficit drastically narrowed to 
$54 million in February from 
$1509 billion a year earlier, the 
Finance Ministry said today. 

Exports totaled $4,442 billion on 
a free-on-board basis during Feb- 
ruary/ up 29.7 per cent from a 
year earlier, while Imports were 
listed as $4-496 billion, including 
cost, insurance and freight, dawn 
5 per cent from a year earlier. 

After seasonal adjustments, 
however, the trade balance show- 
ed a surplus of $198 million dur- 
ing the month, against the defi- 
cit of $225 million a year earlier. 

Seasonally-adjusted exports to- 
taled $4.79 billion during the 
month, down 9.4 per cent from 
January, while Imports were put 
at $4592 billion, down 16.7 per 
cent from the preceding month. 

. Imports of erode oil were down 

10.1 per cent from a year earlier, 
but the imports were valued at 
$1,494 billion, up 75 per cent from 
a year earlier. 

Italian Gap Widens 

ROME, March 14 (AP-DJ).— 
Italy ported a balance of pay- 
ments deficit of 1829 billion lire 
($285 million) in January, a 
worsening from the December 
deficit of 445 billion lire and the 
January 1974. gap of 1485 billion 
lire, tbe central bank announced 
yesterday. . .

Chase Props Up Ailing Trust 
To Protect Its Own Reputation 


NEW YORK. March 14 f AP- 
DJ i. — Chase Manhattan Bank's 
desire to keep any institution 
with its name out of bankruptcy 
may cause it to prop up a trou- 
bled Real State Investment 
Trust (REIT) that It has been 
advising and heavily financing, 
the Wall Street Journal reports. 

Chase Manhattan Mortgage 8s 
Realty Trust has a debt to equity 
ratio of over 25 to 1, well above 
the 8-to-l maximum ratio it can 
have and still borrow for new 
projects under its operation 
charter. 

Meanwhile, 47 per cent of the 
commitments in its $988-milIion 
real estate, loan portfolio are not 
paying interest. And in the 
current fiscal year's first half, 
ended Nov. 30, the trust bad a 
$4.3-milUon loss, against a year- 
earlier profit of $11.4 million. 

Collapse Unlikely 

In short, Chase looks like a 
company on tbe brink of financial 
collapse. Yet few people in tbe 
financial community expect that 
to happen. The reason is that 
the Chase* trust still has one 
potentially crucial asset— its 
name.. 

Although Chase Manhattan 
Bank's only legal ties to the 
troubled trust are as a lender 
and an adviser, far which the 
bank Is paid fees, “if worse comes 
to worse, the Chase Bank win 
have to protect its name,” says 
Kenneth Campbell, president of 
Audit Investment Research Inc., 
a New York firm that evaluates 
REITs. 

Adam- Heck, president of the 
Chase trust, te keenly aware, of 
this possible advantage: “I have 
their name, which Tm. sure they 
must consider in any mediations 
they have,” he says.

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP>. 
—Business Inventories in the 
United States declined in January 
for the first monthly drop in four 
and a half years, an important 
step toward ending the nation's 
recession, the C omm erce Depart- 
ment reported today. 

The biggest Improvement was In 
the stocks of automobile dealers, 
which declined $387 million dur- 
ing the month. 

Overall business inventories 
were down $148 minim, the first 
decline in inventories since May, 
1970. 

White House press secretary 
■ Ron Nessen said the inventory 
decline and a recent rise in retail 
sales indicate that “the bottom- 
ing out (of tbe recession) is on 
schedule." 

Beginning of the End 

“I don't see bow it could be 
Interpreted as anything but good 
news/' said a Commerce Depart- 
ment analyst. “It's a beginning 
of the adjustment process” toward 
ending the recession, he said. 

A decline in inventories means 
simply that businessmen have 
sold more goods than they have 
bought. Since inventories have 
been exceptionally high, econo- 
mists say they must be reduced 
before a strong economic recovery 
can get under way. 

Inventories during January de- 
clined $848 million at the reLall 
level and $373 million at the 
wholesale level 

Manufacturers’ inventories, on 
tbe other hand, increased $L1 bil- 
lion.

lion compared with an increase 
of $3.8 billion In December. 

Even though manufacturers' 
inventories continued to rise, a 
department analyst noted that 
the increase was much less than 
the average monthly increase of 
about $S billion in the past year. 

Despite the January drop, in- 
ventories remained much higher 
than they should be, analysts 
said, but they cited the January 
decline as being proof that the 
adjustment process is under way. 
Among retailers, inventories of 
durable goods— goods with a life 
expectancy of more than three 


y&ars— decreased $413 million and 
inventories of non-durahle goods 
declined S435 million. 

Most of the January decrease 
in durable goods inventories was 
In the automotive area, while 
declines in the non-durables oc- 
curred in general merchandise 
and the food areas. 

Retail sales rose during the 
month by 5.4 per cent over De- 
cember. offsetting declines of 
six-tenths of 1 per cent at the 
manufacturing level and 1.7 per 
cent at the wholesale level 

The business Inventories- to- 
sales ratio remained unchanged 
in January from December at 
1.68, meaning that businesses had 
inventories equal to 1.68 months 
of sales. The ratio in January 
of last year was 1.47.

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EMILY STONE

UWTHaT repels me about Peter 
™ is his basic self-indul- 
gence... When be married me. 
be married what he thought I 
took him to be, and In doing 
that, he married himself. His 
character has no outlets." This 
is Emily stone talking about her 
husband, Peter. Here she is 
talking about herself: “Some- 
times I dream I am in Belsen, 
sorting through a pile of bodies 
rather like a postal clerk until 
I reach one uncannily familiar— 
a starved woman at the bottom 
of the pile— it is myself. X some- 
how feel I ought to have pity on 
her, but I won't. 6he‘d only ask 
for food I hadn't got." "Emily 
Stone" is a disturbing study of 
two prevalent personality types: 
the bleeding heart and the com- 
puter mind. Peter Is a bleeding 
heart, not in the usual political 
connotation but in an entirely 
egocentric sense. Caving in is 
the only kind of commitment he 
can manage. Irony and style are 
his solo restraints; beneath these, 
he is a swamp of sentimentality. 
A theatrical suffering is his way 
of mourning for the lost paradise 
of his childhood. No one will 
ever love him again as his mother 
did, his mother who, in the soo, 
made him see so vividly “the 
stretch of the panther's neck and 
the anachronism of elephants." 

All Emily can offer him is or- 
der, a rational formula for liv- 
ing. for not exceeding one's lim- 
its. Thinking will be tbelr vo- 
luptuousness. As she says: T 
think without respite day and 
night. X think in long sentences 
and paragraphs. I think in 
pages... each feeling clots too 
quickly on my brain and dries 
in scabs of words." 

Emily and Peter are all right 
together, aloof and absorbed in 
their books, until her friend 
Sasha contracts a fatal Alness. 
As Paul Valor's “Mr. Head" said 
of himself, their syllogism Is de- 
based by agony. Peter debauches 
himself with Sasha’s suffering. 
Xt releases the feminine side that 
has festered unexpressed In him 
until it turned morbid and hys- 
terical. Suffering, for him, is a 
therapy run amok, an Inversion 
of his inhibitions. 

Emily is obsessed by privacy, 
which Is a kind of virginity to 

her, or a vaginismus. She Is so 
dignified that she hates even eat- 
ing, which she sees as a carnal 
concession. Set with Peter is a 
sacrifice made in the came of 
order, an exorcising of Sasha's 
approaching death. "There is a 
certain frivolity about death," she 
feels. It can undo you, if you 
dwell on it 

Sasha Is an Idiot savant, a girl 
who imbodies all the silliness 
that poets have attributed to 
women for centuries— and social 
position has incubated in tbeuL 
She is the sort of girl who throws 
herself on the funeral pyre of 
self-destructive love because she 
would not know how to sustain 
any other kind. A frustrated 
actress, she discovers In dying 


the only dramatic role in which 
she is convincing. 

Anne Redmon, who is an Amer- 
ican living In London, has the 
grace to write about disaster 
Without bitterness. Like Joy 
Williams, Diane Johnson and Jill 
Robinson, she walks through hell 
as phlegmatically as a young 
mother In a supermarket. Despair 
is a breakfast food that is defi- 
cient In the necessary vitamins. 
Hope is fattening and bad for 
the teeth because It contains too 
much sugar. 

For all her relentless modernity, 
Miss Redmon understands old- 
fashioned women too. Emily’s 
mother is a complex martinet, 
one of those political women who 
care about only those human be- 
ings who did not come out of 
her own -body. Peter’s mother 
has swallowed her emotions for 
decades until she can keep down 
no longer and vomits on the 
dinner table when he announces 
his engagement. She is not nau- 
seated: Only trying to turn her- 
self inside out for him. Sasha's 
mother -sits and sews ugly, ex- 
pensive, unnecessary clothes. "She 
had the look of so many divorced 
women of the older generation 
... a look of continual, deep sur- 
prise at having been left to cope." 

There are a few scenes that 
misfire in "Emily Stone." but 
you would never know that this 
is a first novel. An “eyeball" 
epiphany between Sasha and 
Emily is not persuasive and 
neither is a scene in which Emily 
kneels down in a park and pours 
out to the dead Sasha a battle 
of perfume she has just bought 
In self-defense. Peter Is not a 
person any man would want to 
play squash or poker with, and 
Emily is as astringent even by 
today's militant standards, but 
there is no doubt that they do 
exist. Miss Stone has made us 
see the stretch of their necks and 
the anachronism of their emo- 
tions. Speaking of literature, 
Ezra Pound said "make it you.” 
Miss Redmon is more radical: 
she would apply his dictum to 
life.

Strauss 'ban. “He’s a conductor, 
Strauss is a repertoire piece.” 
says Rubinstein. “Strauss only 
wrote one piece for the piano. 
Now if you said to pianists that 
Liszt was banned, they would 
feel deprived.” 

At the End 

Among the marvels of a Rubin- 
stein concert is the fact that at 
the end he always looks refresh- 
ed and younger, as If he has 
had a wonderful time. 

"I must admit I have,” he 
says. “I adore playing. I feel 
a contact with the audience, there 
Is a kind of antenna. You feel 
they want to listen and I want 
to play with all my heart. 

“There are those who despise 
the audience, who feel they are 
not musical Schnabel was like 
that. Lots of pianists are iii» 
that, and violinists. The audi- 
ence appreciates them, but cold- 


they're damn fools, m a small 
town in Sweden I have seen 
audiences stamp their feet. In 
Naples I’ve seen them cold as 
Ice.” 

What Rubinstein has called his 
musical valise is full Indeed. The 
violinist Joachim, who first help- 
ed him, had been a friend of 
Brahms; his teacher had been 
a pupil of Uszt. When Rubin- 
stein played at Muriel Draper's 
In London in his early days, 
Henry James was among the 
guests. "He wasn't musical,” 
Rubinstein says. 

Early Paris Days 

He still gets exercised over the 
fact that Schubert was paid only 
$3 for "Der ErlkOnig”— “I could 
assassinate such a publisher” — 
and' his own early days in Paris 
make him feel a special sympa- 
thy for Chopin: 

“Summer used to be a real 
drama for perfo rm ing artists. 
The end of April to the begin- 


ning of October was an absolute 
desert. Everyone was ant of 
town, there were no concerts, 
no lessons. I’ve always thought 
that Chopin’s affair with. George 
Sand was to have a nice place 
to -go to In the summer." 

Rubinstein travels too much to 
-give master classes and he 
thinks, anyway, that he is un- 
suited to teaching. “Bora teach- 
ers have to put up with medi- 
ocrity; one has to watch the 
progress at length. They’ve 
wanted me for' two weeks at Jul- 
liard and even at the Conserva- 
toire here, but that wouldn’t be 
honest What could I do in that 
time? 

“I do give lessons to talented 
people who interest me, and I 
try to give them advice. I never 
call them lessons. I say, this 
Is an artistic discussion, maybe 
you are right” . 

Arthur Rubinstein called 
himself the happiest man in th e 
world. His joys range from be- 
ing the justly proud possessor 
of 24 video cassettes of “Upstairs, 
Downstairs” to the Intense an- 
guish and relief he felt last 
month when his wife went 
through major surgery in Cali- 
fornia while he had to play in 
New York. “Only minutes be- 
fore I went on, was I told it 
was all right. I was in a state 
of euphoria, I never played so 
well” 

Pre-Concert Nerves 

He is. frightfully nervous be- 
fore all concerts. “TP be forced 
at one moment to be absolutely 
tops, not to be able to say ril 
come back later when I feel like 
it— anyone who has ever taken 
an exam knows that feeling. 

“But I enjoy it. I can't do 
anything I don’t enjoy. I enjoy 
everything. I enjoy being un- 
happy. I enjoy being furious. 

I enjoy everything because it is 
life. 

“People think being happy 
TTipnna being rich. I need con- 
trast because contrast gives rebel 
Even in a hospital, in a prison, 
in dying, you have in you a lot 
of imagination, a lot of wealth. 
Everything is a miracle." 

Last summer Rubinstein had 
a stomach ache which he diag- 
nosed as cancer. The doctors 
checked him thoroughly and 
threw him out. The pain disap- 
peared *t once. "You cant 
dominate your nerves, my love 
of life doesn’t prevent me from 
weakness,” he says. "But even 
the pain lp my stomach rep- 
resented a new phase of living.”
